“Third: The regions lying 
west of the line agreed upon by 
the contracting parties and for- 
merly belonging to Russia, shall . 
no longer be under Russian sov- 
ereignty. It is agreed that the 
line appears from the appended 
map, No. 1, which, as agreed 
upon, forms an essential part of 
the peace treaty. The fixing of 
the line in the west will be set- 
tled| in the German-Russian 
mixed commission. The regions 
in question will have no obliga- 
tion whatever toward Russia, 
arising from their former rela- 
tions thereto. Russia under- 
takes to refrain, from all inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of 
these territories and to let Ger- 
many and Austria determine the 
further fate of these territories, 
in agreement with their popula- 
tions. 

“Fourth, Germany and Aus- 
tria agree, when a genéral peace 
is concluded and Russian de- 
mobilization is fully completed, 
to evacuate the regions east of 
the line designated in Article 3, 
No. 1, in so far as Article 6 does 
not stipulate otherwise. Russia 
will do everything in her power 
to complete, as soon as possible, 
the evacuation of the Anatolian 
provinces and their orderly re- 
turn to Turkey. The districts of 


Russia will not interfere in the 
reorganization of the constitu- 
tional or international condi- 
tions of these districts, but leave 
it to the populations of the dis- 
tr to carry out the reorgani- 
zation, in agreement with the 
neighboring gtates, particularly 
Turkey. 

“5. Russia will, without delay, 
carry out the complete demobi- 
lization of her army, including 
the forces newly formed by the 
present Government, Russia 
wil! further transfer her war- 
ships to Russian harbors and 
leave them there until a gen- 
eral peace or immediately dis- 
arm them. Warships of states 
continuing in a state of war 
with the quadruple alliance will 
be treated as Russian warships, 
in so far as they are within 
Russian control. 


“The barred Zone in the Arctic 
continues in force until the con- 
clusion of peace. An immediate 
beginning will be made of the 
removal of mines in the Baltic 
and in-so far as Russian power 
extends in the Black Sea. Com- 
mercial shipping is free in «hese 
waters and will be resumed im- 
mediately. A mixed commission 
will be appointed to fix further 
regulations, especially for the 
announcement ‘of routes for 
merchant ships. Shipping routes 
are to be kept permanently free 

‘from floating mines.”

WAS MEMBER OF INFANTRY 


Saw Service on Border and Went 
Overseas With One of First 


Contingents of Regular Army. 


Edward H. McNulty, 19 years old, 
a son of Austin J. McNulty, of 3412 
Franklin avenue, was killed in ac- 
tion in France last Friday, accord- 
ing to an official report sent to his 
family here yesterday by the War 
Department. He is the second St. 
Louisan killed tn action in France, 
the first having been David Hickey, 
whose death was officially reported 
Feb. 26. 

McNulty was a private in the 
Eighteenth Infantry of the regular 
army. He enlisted two years ago 
and saw service on the Mexican bor- 
der. He was with one of the first 
contingents of United States troops 
sent to Europe. 

The telegram from Adjutant-Gen- 
eral McCain was sent to: McNulty’s 
brother, W. H. McNulty, of 3917 
North Ninth street. It read: 

“Deeply regret to inform you 
that Private Edward MygNulty, 
United States Infantry, is official- 
ly reported as killed in action on 
March 1.’’ 

Two, brothers of McNulty are in 
the country’s services Philip is a 
bugler at Jefferson Barracks and 
Patrick is a yeoman on the United 
States ship Leonidas. 

Father Tells of Dream About Son. 

McNulty’s father, when informed 
of his soldier son’s death on the 
battlefield, told his family of a dream 
he -had: last Saturday. He is em- 
ployed at night as a. machinist’s 
helper in the Terminal Railroad 
shops and sleeps in the daytime. 

“Last Saturday,” he said, “I 
dreamed that Edward was back with 
me on the farm we used to own at 
Bridgeton in St. Louis County. There 
was no suggestion of death in the 
dream but I took it as an indication 
I would receive news from him or 
about him. I had never dreamed of 
him before.”’ 

Private McNulty was not a boast- 
ful soldier or a seeker after notoriety, 
members of his family said. The 
only photograph of him in existence 
is one which was taken when he 
was 9 years old. ‘They recalled that 
when he was about to depart from 
Jefferson Barracks with a contingent 
of recruits, friends went there with 
a camera and tried to induce him to 
pose for a picture, but he would not. 

Austin J. McNulty went to Jeffer- 
son Barracks today to consult Col. 
Hunter, the commandant, in an ef- 
fort to have his son’s body brought 
home, 

“Three St. Louisans Wounded. 

The Associated Press report of the 
official casualty list of the same 
engagement in which McNulty was 
killed gives the names of three St. 
Louisans who were wounded. These 
are Private Bruno Urban, Private 
Pflasterer and Private Ralph J. 
Meyér, all of the field artillery. 

Pflasterer is a. son of Henry Pflas- 
terer of 3836 North Twenty-fifth 
street. Urban is listed as being.a 
brother of Mrs. Nellie Sodlak of 1922 
Withnell avenue. Mrs. Sodlak re- 
cently moved to Kansas City. 

A notice of the wounding of Ralpt 
J..Meyer was sent to Mr. and Mrs. 
Alexander Meyer of 3803 Marine 
uvenue. They know of no Ralph J. 
Meyer, but their son, Charles ©. 
Meyer, is with C Battery, Sixth Field 
Artillery, in France. Urban. and 
Pflasterer also belonged to the Sixth 
Field Artillery, as did Private Hick- 
ey, the first St. Louisan killed. 

There is no Ralph J. Meyer in 
the city directory. 

Last. Letter Received by Father. 

The last word which Austin J. 
McNulty had from his son was a let- 
ter dated Jan. 29. It follows: 

“Dear Dad—Received your last 
letter with the photos, and box also 
arrived O. K. No use of me trying 
to explain how glad I was to gei 
them on New Year’s morning. 

“Well, dad, I am feeling fine and 
getting along fairly well.

IN EXISTENCE TEN YEARS 


Voters’ League Passed on Quali- 
fications of Candidates— 
Chief Worker in Army 


The Municipal Voters’ League, 
which has passed on the records and 
qualifications of candidates for local 
cffices, at both primary and general 
elections, since 1908, has ceased to 
exist. The work which it has done 
will be done in future by the Civic 
League, which announced today 
that it would establish a special 
bureau of political information. 

The withdrawal of the Municipal 
Voters’ League follows the tempor- 
ary removal from St. Louis of Luther 
Ely Smith, who was considered its 
moving spirit, and who is now a 
captain of the artillery in the United 
States Army. 

The’ constitution of the Municipal 
Voters’ League provided that no 
candidate for office should become 
or remain a member of the League’s 
executive committee. The members 
of the executive committee, who to- 
day announced the League’s retire- 
ment, were Ernest N. Binge, Dr. M. 
A. Bliss, T. F. Child, Flint Garrison, 
Lewis Gustafson, Lewis S. Gaslam, 
George J. Kendall, George S. Levis, 
Albert D. Nortoni, Ed Steele, B. A. 
Wood, Wirt, Wright and J. M. 
Wulfing. 

The league was organized.on the 
model of an organization of the 
same name in Chicago. Walter L. 
Fisher of Chicago, who was later 
Secretary of the Interior, established 
the organization here. 

Its method was to ask from all 
candidates a statement of their rec- 
ords and qualifications. These were 
considered in the light of any _fur- 
ther information the league might 
obtain, and the league then made up 
a list comprising the candidates 
whom it considered best qualified 
for each office. It frequently oc- 
curred that a candidate who was 
recommended by the !eague in a pri- 
mary election would fail of recom- 
mendation in the general election. 
Liowever, the league sometimes in- 
dicated a belief that both candi- 


William H. Couch, reecntly civil- 
ian instructor of United States Army 
aviators at Scott Field, near Belle- 


ville, is dead at Lake Charles, La., 
a dispatch announced today, the 
result of injuries whicir he suffered 
in an accident at Gerstner Field last 
Friday afternoon. 

Couch was the first man who made 
a flight at Scott Field, Sept. 10 last. 
He was also the aviator who per- 
formed the most thrilling feats in the 
Liberty Bond “bombardment” of St. 
Louis Oct. 20, in which several ma- 
chines took part. In one of his Scott 
Field flights he reached an altitude 
of 11,300, more than two miles. 

He is the second civilian instructor 
from Scott Field who has been killed 
in an accident at the Lake Charles 
flying field, The first was T. Carl 
Jones, who was killed by a fall there 
Dec. 23. 

The dispatch says Couch was fly- 
ing alone in a scout machine when 
he lost control and was dashed to 
the ground from a height of 150 feet. 
Several bones were broken and in- 
ternal injuries were inflicted, causing 
his death Saturday. His body has 
been sent to his brother, Albert 
Couch of Des Moines, lo. William 
H. Couch’s home was in Stuart, Io. 

In his spectacular flight over St. 
Louis last October, Couch performed 
several 90-degree banks, over the 
neighborhood of Union Station. In 
this “stunt’’ the wings of the ma- 
chine are perpendicular. He tolloweg 
this with a tail spin, the most den- 
gerous of aviation feats, in which 
the machine whirlS about like a 
leaf in the wind. 

On his way East he made two 
loops over the business district, 
which were viewed by thousands of 
persons on windows and roofs. While 
still over the downtown district, he 
made a 90-degree bank and a stall, 
of tail glide, with the nose of the 
machine perpendicular.

German airplane attacks on Brit- | 
ish hospit@ls have occurred almost | 
nightly since last August, Capt. Han- | 
na said, and the Red Cross is no lon- | 
ger used to protect them from bom- | 
bardment, because it has been found | 
that the former distinguishing hos- | 
pital mark only attracts the planes. | 
At present camouflage is being used | 
as a means of safeguarding hospitals 
from bombs and shells. 

Despite these dangers the British, 
knowing the value of giving quick 
assistance to the wounded, have 
pushed their hospitals up close to the 
fighting lines. Evacuation hospitals, 
in many instances, are only three 
miles back. 

Statistics prepared by the British 
Medical Corps, Capt. Hanna said, 
show that every wounded man, no 
matter how serious the wound, has 
96 chances out of 100 of recovering 
before he leaves the trenches for the 
field ambulance. In the latter place, 
about one mile behfnd the line, his 
wounds are cleaned and redressed, 
advancing his chances of recovery to 
97 per cent. If he succeeds in reach- 
ing the evacuation hospital his re- 
covery possibilities are raised to 98.4 
per cent. 

In the evacuation hospftals’ the

Minimum Wage for all Workers. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. | 

The able editorial on “The minimum 
Wage,” in tonight’s Post-Dispatch, com- 
mending the recent action of the Laundry 
Owners of St. Louis, makes one wish that 
the Post-Dispatch had seen fit to uphold 
the retail store employes. 

While quite agreeing with the sentiment 
in yesterday's editorial that ‘‘the strike 
should be the last resort of oppressed 
labor,” we regret the too frequent truth 
of the adjective. Probably in no occupa- 
tion do congitions vary more widely than 
between the best and the worst depart- 
ment stores, and in few trades is so- 
called welfare work more. often a substi- 


tute for sufficient wages, or the right to 
collective bargaining. . 

In many years of friendly and co-oper- 
ative work with the department stores 
of St. Louis, the writer knows the un- 
questionably kind attitude of employers to 
employes, in the better class of store, but 
knows also that even in these there are 
too low wages paid, too repeated violations 
of the nine-hour law for women workers, 
and of the Child Labor Law, and too little 
standardization of vacations with pay, and 
other working conditions. 

It has been only a very few years since 
one of the largest department stores vig- 
orously fought the granting of the Satur- 
day half holiday, during July and August, 
and: yielded only to the strong expression 
of public opinion in favor of this just reg- 
ulation. 

Alb workers have reason to regret the 
death of Mr. Chas. Stix, for he coupled 
with personal kindness a mind keen to 
see an honest point, even when it was 
against himself. I once reported to him 
the case of a delicate girl, in his store, 
who could not take a holiday during an 
intensely hot summer, because she had not 
been with the firm three years, the time 
required before an employe received a 
week's vacation with pay. Mr. Stix asked 
me to tell him the name of the girl, or 
bring. her to his office, and she should 
have the holiday. I said I would not do 
this, as three years was too long a time 
to require service without a vacation, and 
that if it was just that one worker should 
have the holiday sooner, it was only fair 
that all employes should. He acknow!l- 
edged this truth, and began to work 
towards a fairer schedule,—but the in- 
dividual girl could never have accomp- 
lished this. 

The Federal investigation of all St. 
Louls department stores, made several 
years ago, showed twenty-one per cent 
of the women employes adrift, (the term 
meaning living quite away from their 
families), but in a very large majority of 
cases, even those living at home were 
helping to support their families. 

It is necessary to respect the fact as to 
the increased cost of living since then, or 
even since the State Minimum Wage Com- 
mission fixed $8.51 as a minimum wage 
for St. Louls. What the Post-Dispatch 
says in today’s editorial, in connection 
with the laundry situation, “The workers 
uré justified in organizing and demanding 
living wages. They are not only acting 
for themselves in so doing, but for pos- 
terity and thetountry,” is indubitably 
true in the case of department store em- 
ployes. 

It is quite true that faithful and compe- 
tent service is not always rendered, that 
many employes take all they can get and 
give as little they can in return. This failure‘ 
in character is confined to noone state of 
society. Is it not an industrial ideal that 
organized labor should be fitted through 
increased responsibility to require more 
service from ite members, than that of- 
fered by irresponsible individuals? 

The department store owners are or- 
ganized in the Associated Retailers of St. 
Louls, for their good. If one party in the 
case can combine for protection and ad- 
vantage, why not the other with equal 
justice?

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PLAN COMMISSION’S ZONE SYSTEM. 

Restrictions on the uses to which the real es- 
tate in areas of considerable extent may be put 
have been made familiar by the terms \xegulat- 
ing subdivisions in the newer sections of the ci:y 
and in the suburbs, These restrictions are made 
operative by. the collective action of owners and 
by stipulations inserted in deeds that become 
binding on those to whom a transfer of title is 
made. 

What the City Plan Commission would do un- 
der its scheme to divide St. Louis into zones is 
to apply to the city at large similar restrictions | 
minutely particularized to designate areas re- 
served for single residences, for apartment houses, 
for tradesmen’? shops and for industrial estab. 
lishments. The map printed in the Sunday Pnst- 
Dispatch showing what is contemplated presents 
evidence that the commissioners have devoted 
much thought and labor to the subject. Examina- 
tion of details in the map indicates that so far at 
least as certain streets and districts are concerned, 
the commissioners have also performed their task 
with a knowledge of the conditions now existing 
therein and with judgment. 

As to the value of some such zone system, no 
question can be raised. To center certain uses 
and activities in certain areas would promote con- 
venience. It would prevent the price of realty 
from being depreciated by the encroachments of 
undesirable lines of business and serve a high 
purpose in protecting the surroundings of St. 
Louls homes. 

Just how restrictions of such scope are to be 
made effective by legislation may not be apparent 
when the courts inforce with caution the restric- 
tions imposed by the voluntary agreements of 
owners and construe doubtful points in favor of | 
the full privilege of the owner to make any use| 
he desires of his property barring, of course, un- 
lawful and certain unsocial uses.

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THE COST OF CARELESSNESS. 

There was an explosion the other day in a coal 
mine at Springfield, Ill., and four men were killed. 
An inquest was held and the testimony showed 
that five rules of safety, part of which were based 
on State laws, had been violated. trig 

The shot firers had not made a written report 
that three shots had been left unfired in the 
mine, the shots had been placed improperly and 
dangerously, dust had not been cleaned out or 
sprinkled, the night boss had not ordered the men 
out of the mine before firing the shots and the 
ventilating fans were not stopped before the shots 
were fired. With these few exceptions all safety 
precautions which were known to be necessary 
were taken. we 

The day before there was an explosion in a mine 
at Virden and four men were killed. The verdict 
of the Coroner’s jury was that the 28 kegs of 
powder which exploded had been lowered by the 
mining company into the mine in violation of the 
State mining law. 

And so it goes. Scarcely a day passes without 
accidents, with heavy loss of life, in mining and 
other hazardous industries, and the annual cas- 
ualty list in industry is longer than that'in war. 
This is so, not because the danger is not known. 
It is not only known but in nearly all cases is pre- 
ventable. Laws intended to be preventive are 
enacted and the laws are supplemented by safety 
rules.

Committee for Peace. 
A committee called the National 
Committee for an Honorable Peace 
has been formed. Prince Wedel is 
at the head. Most of the people are 
friends of the Chancellor. One is an 
editor of the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
which is the Chancellor’s organ. On 
Aug. 1 50 speakers of this committee 
will begin to speak. Probably the 
opposition will come in their meet- 
ings and try to speak or break up the 
meetings. 
The Lokal Anzeiger, also a Gov- 
ernment organ, prints an editorial to 
the effect that Germany nmmy take 
up ruthless submarine war again. 
Great numbers of U-boats are being 
built and in September operations 
will be on a big scale, though the 
Chancellor will try to keep them to 
cruiser warfare. 
The prisoner question on all sides 
js growing acute. The Germans sent 
me a note today threatening stern 
reprisals if the Alleged bad treatment 
of their prisoners in Russia does not 
stop. 
We can no longer talk to prisoners 
alone. Von Jagow told me that after 
the visit of Mme. Sasenéff, or Sam- 
senoff, to a Russian prisoners’ camp 
there was a riot, but the real reason 
is that the Germans have much to 
conceal.

north. For the canal attack there 
are at present principally Austrian 
troops assembled. The Turks are 
beginning to take Greeks from the 
coast cities into the interior of Asia 
Minor and are oppressing the Syrian 
Arabian cities, such as Beirut, where 
thousands are dying of starvation. 
At the Islahje, Alleppo R. R., 30 
Turkish soldiers a day die from 
cholera. The Germans, by their pre- 
cautions, escape. 

He passed 147 German auto 
trucks in the Ciliclan Mountains 
bound for Bagdad. Also saw the 
British prisoners from Kut el Amara, 
who are dying of dysentery, being 
compelled to walk in the hot sun 
from Kut. He thinks the English 
and the Grand Sheriff will transfer 
the title of head of the religion from 
the Sultan at Constantinople to 
either the Sultan of Egypt or some 
new Sultan to be established as an 
Arabian Sultan, perhaps at Bagdad 
if the Russians and English take it, 
or at Mecca, and he considers this 
movement of Arabians against Turks 
may assume great proportions.

There is prospect that what is 
called here a “Burg Frieden” 
(peace of the city) will be declared 
between the Chancellor and the 
principal Conservative newspapers. 

One of the American correspond- 
ents back from Verdun says that a 
corps commander said his corps took 
no prisoners. 

I think many of the Hungarians 
are for peace. I get this from An- 
drassy's son-in-law, who is also a 
member of the lower house. Tisza, 
however, is still in full control. 

Prince Leopold's (he is a brother- 
in-law of the Kaiser) stags have de- 
stroyed vegetables of the plain peo- 
ple (as in the days of William Rufus) 
a@ people dare write letters, and 
Liberal papers dare publish them 
complaining of these depredations.
